Remington was convicted of 
perjury at his first trial, sen- 
‘tenced to five years and ordered 
‘to pay a $2000 fine, but the con- 
viction was upset by the court of 
appeals. The Government then 
- brought him to trial again on the 
ground that he lied on the wit- 
ness stand in the first trial. 
| The conviction was based 
| mainly on the testimony of Miss 
| Bentley and of Remington's for- 
mer wife, Ann Moos Remington, 
who testified of a “Communist 
love pact.” The former Mrs. 
Remington said that she had 
made membership in the Comm- 
nist party one of the conditions 
of marriage. 

He was acquitted on one count 
of the five-count indictment. This 
‘charged him with denying falsely 
that he ever recruited anyone 
into the Communist party. The 
jury reported it was unable to 
agree on two counts. These in- 
volved Remington's denials that 
he had attended Communist party 
meetings at Knoxville, Tenn., 
while he was employed by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, or 
that he ever paid Communist 
party dues. 

Remington was sentenced to 
three years on each of two counts

Fulbright said he isn’t familiar 
with the military necessities in- 
volved, but feels that if the 
United States transferred bomb- 
ers to the

for them, it might be possible to 
raid Red China’s communication 
lines. 

“The Russians are furnishing 
planes and training pilots for the 
Communist Chinese in Korea,” he 
said. “We certainly would have a 
precendent for such action. 

But he said he doesn’t want any 
Americans involved in any such 
venture, adding that the planes 
should be transferred to Chiang 
Kai-shek’s forces and piloted by 
his men. 

Fulbright said he could see why 
the British were disturbed by 
Eisenhower's action “since they 
are wondering if this means we're 
going to extend the war and get 
sucked into an invasion of the 
mainland.” 

He insisted that furnishing 
planes would be “quite a different 
matter” from giving support with 
American-flown planes and Amer- 
ican-manned ships to even a com- 
mando-type raid on the China 
coast.

Com- 
munist tankers often unload car- 
go at the Russian supply port of 
Vladivostok, where facilities are 
available to handle petroleum 
shipments,

J The Communist bloc is reported 
to have no more than half a doz- 
en tankers in service throughout 
the world. 

The Truman Administration ex- 
haustively considered the possi- 
bility of clamping on a full naval 
blockade of the China mainland 
but rejected the idea. 

The reasoning was that it might 
risk a shooting war with Russia 
while offering only limited ad- 
vantages. 

Research showed, it is under- 
stood, that only 20 to 25 per cent 
of Communist China’s supplies ar- 
rive by ship. The rest come over- 
land on the trans-Siberian rail- 
way.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP) — 
In line with a White House order 
that all Government agencies reé- 
vise their spending and hiring 
policies with the view of economy, 
the Defense Department an- 
nounced today it will review its 
$46,300,000,000 proposed budget. 
The Defense Department spends 
more than half of the Govern- 
ment’s money. 

Assistant Defense Secretary W. 
J. McNeil said: “In a sense, the 
Defense Department will open up 
the whole military program for 
review.” He made clear that the 

for economies would in- 
clude equipment, procurement, 
construction and military man- 
power. 

He said he was confident that 
the economy drive ordered by the 
Budget Bureau yesterday with 
President Eisenhower's backing 
involved “nothing . . . that 
wreck any defense program.” 

Three Basic Rules. 

Three basie rules were laid 
down for all government agencies 
by Budget Director Joseph M, 


e: 

1. Hiring of workers is to be 
suspended, including the filling 
of vacancies, until it has been 
determihed whether the job can 
be eliminated, people already 
on the payroll can take over the 
task, or a revision of policy and 
standards can make the addi- 
tion unnecessary. 

2. Construction is to be limited 
to projects which are “clearly 
essential,” whether they are new 
jobs or building already under 
way, and that the “strictest 
standard of economy” are to 
apply on the work. 

3. Program operations are to 
be held “at a minimum level of 
costs and expenditures,” with 
action to eliminate any wun- 
necessary activities. Dodge 
specified that spending is not 
to be stepped up on any pro- 
gram above the January level 
“except on complete justifica- 
tion and specific approval, un- 
less such increases are clearly 
necessary to meet requirements 
fixed by law.” 

Getting Down to Business.

BHAI BRITH CALLS ON UN, 
|TO ACT AGAINST JEWISH PURGE 


WASHINGTON, F. Feb. 4 (AP)— 

{| B’nai B’rith’s executive committee 

asks that the United States and 

the United Nations exert pressure 

on the Soviet Union to halt perse- 

cution of Jews behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

A resolution adopted yesterday 
by the committee urges that the 
U.N. establish a commission to in- 
vestigate the Jewish purge and 

“bring the Soviet Union and its 
accomplices before the bar of 
world-wide opinion and the con- 
science of the world.” Such ac- 
tion is necessary, the committee 
said, to prevent a repetition of 
World War II Nazi massacres that 
wiped out 6,000,000 Jews.

An estimated 80,000 persons 
were homeless, 30,000 in Britain 
and 50,000 in Holland.

Three oth- 
ers were still missing and pre- 
symed lost. 

Along with the desperate race

Board Fixes Alexander’s Fee 
at $50 a Meeting, $30 
Expenses. 


Ralph L. Alexander, Columbia 
attorney, told the Post-Dispatch 
today he plans to resign from the 
Board of Freeholders appointed 
recently to draft a charter for 
the proposed St. Louis Metro- 
politan Sewer District because 
of a difference of opinion with 
other members of the board over 
his compensation for attending 
meetings. 

Alexander was appointed by 
former Gov. Forrest Smith as 
the nineteenth and “outstate” 
member of the Freeholders’ 
group. Without consulting Alex- 
ander, the other board members 
last week proposed adoption of 
an annual budget fixing his com- 
pensation for meeting attendance 
at $50 and $30 for expenses, per 
mee 


ting. 

Reached at his Columbia law 
office today, Alexander observed: 
“I'm not a ditch digger.” 

“The situation is impossible 
from my viewpoint, and I'm go- 
ing to see Gov, Donnelly and ask 
to be relieved,” Alexander said. 
He added that he had not con- 
sidered a discussion of his com- 
pensation as “proper at this 
time.” 

Following the board's original 
proposal, Alexander wrote that he 
expected $12,000, plus $40 a day 
expense money for his services. 
As chairman of the drafting com- 
mittee, he said he also expected 
ee legal and secretarial 

elp.” 

At a meeting last night at the 
County Health Center, the board 
adopted a $40,000 annual budget, 
which will be provided by equal 
shares from the city and the 
coun. The budget included $4000 
compensation for Alexander, on a 
basis of $50 and $30 expenses 
each for 50 meetings. 

Alexander did not attend the 
meeting, explaining that he did 
not wish to cause embarassment 
while his compensation was under 
discussion. 

Other items in the budget in- 
clude $10,000 for office supplies 
and printing; $10,000 for legal 
and engineering fees; $5000, Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute; 
$5000, miscellaneous: $6000, sec- 
retaries and clerical help. 

Alexander’s decision to quit 
means that Gov. Donnelly must 
appoint a new out-state member 
of the board. The remaining 18 
members represent the city and 
the county equally.

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How to Get More Votes

not make. Some do not want to run the risk 
of a reprisal by an employer for having voted 
for the “wrong” party.

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Tax Cuts Postponed 

When President Eisenhower, in his State of 
the Union message, firmly declared against 
tax cuts until the budget has been brought 
“under control,” it was like snatching a lollypop 
from a baby. 

There is nothing the President's party in 
Congress would like more than to cut taxes 
right away quick. The passion is particularly 
strong in the House, where Chairman Reed of 
the Ways and Means Committee filed as Bill 
No. 1 a proposal to make effective June 30 the 
11 per cent individual income tax reduction 
which the law now schedules for Dec. 31. Chair- 
man Reed is whistling bravely and announcing 
that he still forecasts passage of his bill, but 
some of the zip has gone out of his confidence. 


You can understand how Republican Con- 
gressmen who face election in 1954 feel. A 
great many of them gave the voters last fall 
a rather distinct impression that if elected they 
would cut taxes right away quick. Indeed, 
voters who did not listen too carefully might 
have got the same impression from the presi- 
dential candidate as well. 


Nevertheless, President Eisenhower gave Con- 
gress several good reasons why tax cuts must 
be postponed until it is known whether and by 
how much expenditures projected by the Tru- 
man Administration can be cut. 

If outlays are not cut substantially, and if 
current estimates of revenue are borne out, 
the Treasury would run a 9 billion dollar 
deficit in the fiscal year beginning next July. 
Such a deficit would compel Congress, some 
time next year, to increase the statutory pub- 
lict debt limit. Such a deficit, moreover, could 
have serious inflationary effects, and a fiscal 
policy working in that direction would be espe- 
cially dangerous at a time when the Admin- 
istration is planning to drop direct controls on 
inflation, 


Plainly, the deficit must be eliminated before 
any revenue is abandoned through tax reduction. 
If that seemed easy on the hustings last Oc- 
tober, the President’s grim little smile empha- 
sized his “understatement” that it is not going 
to be easy now. And the difficulty is not entirely 
explained by reference to “our inherited bur- 
den of indebtedness” or “the momentum of past 
programs.” It is the momentum of the cold war, 
the inherited burden of facts as they are in the 
world today, that accounts in large measure for 
the unpalatable budget realities which the Ad- 
ministration is now facing. 


This is why Defense Secretary Wilson’s man- 
date to reorganize and rationalize the military 
establishment is so important. In this area, and 
in the fields of foreign aid and atomic energy 
development, lie the greatest opportunities for 
budget reduction. The Administration is follow- 
ing the sound and responsible course when it in- 
sists on results in budget reduction before giving 
the green light to tax reduction,

As its 209th and last witness in four weeks 
of hearings on waterfront crime, the New York 
State Crime Commission chose the right man 
for the climax.

$50,000 of his union’s so-called “anti-Commu- 
nist” fund for such matters as clothing, golf 
fees, repairs to a Cadillac and luncheon at the 
Stork Club. Ryan protested that he replaced the 
funds but the union records did not show it. 

The commission produced a chart to illustrate 
that Ryan's salary of $20,000 a year had been 
augmented so that he had made $152,000 in 
five years. Investigators already had drawn testi- 
mony from stevedoring company executives that 
they made plentiful “gifts” to Ryan and his 
lieutenants. 

In addition, the commission listed the union 
organizers with criminal records appointed by 
Ryan. Ryan was forced to admit that Al Anas- 
tasia, reputed executioner for Murder, Inc., con- 
trolled six Brooklyn locals. And he was told 
that 30 per cent of his union officers had police 
records.

Adequate 
provision for housing outside such industrial 
areas is, of course, an indispensable part of the 
plan. But housing need not replace housing 
everywhere. 
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Bee and Superbee 

The song writers have been moaning for some 
while now that those who are the meanest are 
the sweetest, and science finally seems to have 
got round to bearing them out. 

At the bee laboratory of the United States 
Department of Agriculture at the University of 
Wisconsin, scientists produced one new strain of 
bees that seemed to yield more honey than 
others, and a second new strain which was high 
in disease resistance. They decided to cross the 
two strains and get a real superbee. 

They got it—all over. The superbees make 
more honey, all right, but they are “the most 
vicious strain of honey bees known to man.” 
Their superstings will go right through two suits 
of clothes and the scientists figure they are on 
the receiving end of some 2000 stings a day. 

Research is going forward to modify the 
strain so as to keep the industriousness but omit 
the meanness. 

Here is wishing them luck, but the combina- 
tion has been going on a long time. “I must 
be cruel, only to be kind,” it says in Shakes- 
peare. Ralph Waldo Emerson called it the theory 
of compensation—‘“every sweet has its sour.” 
It depends largely, we suppose, on how far the 
bees want to carry Emerson’s philosophy. They 
have been mean to compensate for the sweet- 
ness of their product. Would they care to go 
a step farther and become mild-tempered to 
compensate for their stings? 

Science marches on. 
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Is the Usual Delay Necessary? 


The enthusiasm with which mayoral candidates 
are indorsing the Chamber of Commerce traffic 
relief plan is additional evidence, if any were 
needed, of the driving public’s impatience with 
present congestion. Nobody makes a political 
mistake, these days, by) demanding that some- 
thing be done about traffic. In such circum- 
stances, city officials might well make a special 
effort to expedite those portions of the plan 
which can be put into effect without heavy ex- 
penditures. 

For example, the city has reached agreement 
with the Public Service .Co, on certain changes 
in the downtown traffic pattern. Pine, Olive and 
Locust streets would be restricted to one-way 
traffic, streetcars would be removed from 
Washington avenue, and seven bus and street- 
car lines would be rerouted. 

Now, why cannot the required ordinances be 
whipped into shape in a hurry, the required ap- 
proval of the Plan Commission and other agen- 
cies quickly obtained, and the plan put into 
effect without the prolonged delays that too 
often afflict such legislation? 

The Mayor’s Traffic Committee recommended 
to the Board of Aldermen more than a year 
ago—on Dec. 6, 1951, to be exact—that West 
Pine boulevard be made a one-way street from 
Grand to Kingshighway during the evening rush 
hour. Nothing has ever been done about this. 
May the downtown plan be spared that fate. 
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Rent and the Legislature 

The Missouri Legislature ought to begin now 
to prepare standby rent control legislation for 
use when the Federal Government withdraws 
from that activity. 

True, President Eisenhower has recommended 
continuance of federal controls in areas where 
serious housing shortages still exist, principally 
defense areas. But this will take action by Con- 
gress, and if Congress fails to act, federal con- 
trols will automatically expire on April 30. The 
State Legislature ought to be prepared for this 
possibility. 

Moreover, the President has expressed the be- 
lief that federal controls should be ended as 
soon as practicable and the responsibility shifted 
to the states. Missouri ought to be prepared to 
assume that responsibility—and well in advance 
of the time Congress passes it the buck. 

The Legislature could follow New York’s ex- 
ample and adopt a program of rigid state-wide 
control, although this hardly seems necessary. 
The fact that rents are controlled now only in 
the state’s “critical” and “defense” areas, in- 
cluding St. Louis, considerably simplifies the 
Legislature's task. 

All that seems indicated is an enabling act 
that would permit the governing bodies of local 
communities, on the finding that a substantial 
housing shortage exists in their areas, to extend 
controls for a reasonable time. 

Since St, Louis is the largest area in the state 
still under rent control, the St. Louis delegation 
in the Legislature ought to take the lead in 
pushing through the enabling act.

At 38, cartoonist who describes himself as “impressively flabby” 
has created a swamp-full of “nature's screechers” who are warmly 
lovable without being sickly sweet; his comic vaulted among Top 
Ten in two years and its world-wide followers amount to a cult.

Pogo, a warm and delightful mixture of 
slapstick, hilarious dialogue and brilliant 
satire, at last reckoning, was appearing in 
226 newspapers with 37,000,000 readers all 
over the United States and Canada, and in 
Mexico City, Tokyo and Bangkok. 


In little more than two years, Pogo has 
vaulted incredibly into the Top Ten among 
syndicated comics. 


In addition to its daily outlets, the in- 
spired Pogo madness appears in color in a 
full Sunday page, in a quarterly comic book 
with 500,000 circulation, and in a book 
which jumped into the nonfiction best- 
seller lists with a sale of 163,000 in its 
first 10 weeks. 

There never has been so loud and loyal 
a claque as that which claps hands and 
beats gums for Pogo. It’s really a cult 
more than a mere claque. 


At 38, Walter Crawford Kelly Jr., 
is as mild and mellow as the cigars he 
smokes incessantly. He’s a tall, plumpish 
(he describes himself as “impressively 
flabby”), pleasant man with’ dark brown 
hair, a trim mustache and heavy-framed 
glasses through which he peers out at the 
world with soft, yet watchful, brown eyes. 

The enchanting swampfolk in the strip, 
who call themselves ‘“‘nature’s screechers,” 
are a warm, lovable crew—but without be- 
ing sickly sweet. Each has a bit of the 
folly, weakness and stupidity that charac- 
terizes what they describe as “human 
beans.” 


Violence and Cruelty Shunned 


Pogo, who describes himself as a “pos- 
sum by trade,” is the central figure in the 
Kelly comic. He’s a warmhearted, naive 
little guy, wide-eyed and trusting, worrying 
about the welfare of lesser beings, such 
as little bugs and tadpoles. 


Then there’s Albert the Alligator, a 
rafish type given to smoking cigars (like 
Kelly) and saying of himself: “I is ol’ 
Albert the Alligator—handsome, brilliant, 
an’ modest to a fare-thee-well,” 

Another regular is Dr. Howland Owl, 
who wears a sorcerer’s dunce cap and de- 
clares: “I’m Howland Owl, an owl of parts 
and a natural-born scientist what knows 
practical everything.” 

Churchy La Femme is a turtle, a retired 
pirate with an empty little head. 

There is never any violence or cruelty 
in the Pogo strip. So determined was 
Kelly to make his characters friendly that 
he even altered some of their physiogno- 
mies to avoid the appearance of meanness. 

Thus, he gave Pogo a round, fuzzy, baby 
head and a rubbery, upswept nose, instead 
of the long ugly snout of the real-life pos- 
sum. And Dr. Howland Owl has a con- 
cave little schnozzola instead of the cruel 
beak of his kind. 

Dr. Howland Owl, dopey bird of science 
that he is, sets out to make an “adam 
bomb” out of adam bugs, of coarse. 

He is -warned against the venture by 
Porkypine, the somehow pathetic little 


world hater, who says: “Bombs is no good. 
They puts everything too everywhere, and 
in li’l bits, too.” 

When Dr. Owl fs dictating adam bomb 
notes to Churchy La Femme, his “fellow- 
sinus,” another swamp denizen sticks his 
head innocently into the tree-crotch labo- 
ratory to “borry the loan of a cup of 
sugar.” 

Dr. Owl emits a mighty screech of ter- 
ror. “Yowp!” he yowls at Churchy. “A 
foreign power! Eat the notes! Eat the 
rx ol And he jams them down Churchy’s 

et. 


According to Robert M. Hall, ones 
of the syndicate that sells Pogo, it’s prob- 
ably the fastest growing comic strip in syn- 
dicate history. “Its success is all the more 
remarkable,” he says, “because it’s an ani- 
mal-talking strip, and editors have shied 
away from them for years.” 


Artist “A Wham With a Whim” 


Kelly is a smooth, self-confident, fast 
worker at his drawing board. His daily 
strip takes him an hour; a Sunday Pogo 
page, three hours; a comic book, a week. 


While working, he wears the brim of an 
ancient green felt hat which he has cut out 
into an eyeshade. 

When possible, he works to the muted 
accompaniment of radio music. He keeps 
from six to 12 weeks ahead in his work. 


Kelly is a wham with a whim. He got 
one not long ago as he brooded over the 
ancient custom cartoonists have of signing 
their names with a flourish in the last 
panel of a strip, Kelly suddenly stopped 
doing it. 

Instead, a weird procession of signatures 
adorned Pogo, sometimes in the last panel, 
but more often in other panels—an icono- 
clastic departure in itself. 

Kelly signed his work with such impos- 
sible handles as Prudy Loobin, Nimbus 
Cloudly, Bipple Gooter, Gundy Mumble, 
Aptly Winded, Hurty Gurdee, Mims Goody, 
Wump Didley, Odeo Wiburg and Geano 
Windys. 


One Midwest Editor’s Advice 


Almost at once, a flood of querulous mail 
from Pogo fans descended on the New 
York offices of the syndicate and the 
papers in which the strip appears. 

The customers wanted to know what 
happened to Walt Kelly? Why wasn't he 
doing Pogo any. more? Who was Bipple 
Gooter? What’s going on here? 

The editor of a Midwestern paper carry- 
ing Pogo received a letter from a reader 
who wrote: “Who is this Prudy Loobin? I 
must say that since he’s been doing Pogo, 


_ it has gone back a whole lot.” 


The worried editor relayed the com- 
plaint to syndicate boss Hall, and added: 
“Frankly, now that the reader mentions it, 
I also have noticed that Pogo has deterior- 
ated since Loobin took over.

“The nervous defense of fragmentary 
advantage”—to use Dr. Biddle’s phrase—~ 
provides ready opposition to any commuh- 
ity change however beneficial to the aver- 
age family. Not only have social conditions 
changed in small communities, but evén 
the mood of the people differs from that 
of their parents. It is the conviction of 
the Program of Community Dynamics that 
citizens in the future must learn the skill 
of group thinking and decision. * ° ~ 

Admit that many citizens could scarcely 
care less than now about the suburban 
community to which they come home to 
sleep after making their living in a large 
city. It cannot yet be said that the average 
human being is indifferent to the fate of 
others once he is convinced of his power 
to influence the course of events in a 
meaningful way.

“It has constantly become more 
plain that every church body must 
plan to route a considerable por- 
tion of its quota of kingdom work 


through the co-operative agencies 
of the church. 


“We are finding more anc more 
areas in which we function | to- 
gether as the Lutheran church of 
our .country and the Lutheran 
church of the world. 


“It becomes increasingly clear 
that although we are formally and 
organizationally a group of inde- 
pendent and separate churches, 
we are actually in theology and

No doubt, they 
were fox hunters—or perhaps the 
fox hunting clan are descendants 
of this Gallic tribe. They are the 
only devotees of the chase today 
who pursue game that can not be 
eaten, and sincerely hope that the 
quarry escapes! 

February is a favorite month 
for the fox hunting fraternity. 
George Washington's birthday is 

* usually celebrated by the devotees 
to this sport because Washington, 
himself, was an ardent fox hunter. 
Lafayette, after his return to 
France, sent him several hounds 
and their blood lines still run 
through the veins of the Virginia 
hounds which are rated with the 
best. Washington was not only a 
devotee of the chase and loved 
hounds, he was also a methodical 
man who kept a diary of his daily 
doings. In this diary are re- 
corded the actions and quality of 
these hounds. 

“Uncle Wash” One of Best. 

One of the most famous of all 
fox hunters was a namesake of 
Washington. He was George 
Washington Maupin of Kentucky, 
affectionately called by all his 
friends, “Uncle Wash.” He was a 
breeder of outstanding foxhounds 
which later became known as 
Walker hounds, the most out- 
standing breed of all the fox- 
hounds of today. Strange as it 
may seem, the fountainhead of

It was a moonlight 
night and the stock dealer spurred 
his horse to the saddle-back ridge 

to get a better view of the chase. 

Soon a little black and tan hound, 
far ahead of the rest of the pack, 

flashed into view. 

The livestock dealer caught the 
hound, tied a stout cord to its col- 
lar, and took it on to Kentucky 
as a present to his friend, George 
Washington Maupin. After a short 
rest, the dog was tested with the 
best in the Maupin pack, as well 
as the hounds belonging to his 
friend, John W. Walker. The little 
- black and tan, although in strange 
territory, “burned up the woods.” 
Night after night it was leading 
the pack and “Uncle Wash” 
ver ed named him Tennessee

To Maupin's everlasting credit, 
it should be told that, although 

highly prized the dog, he sent 
his two sons into Tennessee in an 
attempt to find the rightful owner 
and reimburse him or return the 
dog, whichever the owner de- 
creed. They were unsuccessful in 

their search and Tennessee Lead 
Temained with the Maupin pack. 
* A few years later, in_ 1857, 
Maupin and Walker made ar- 
rangements with Billy Fleming, a 
Philadelphia merchant, to bring 
back some foxhounds from Eng- 
land. Fleming made frequent 
trips to England to purchase 
goods and, while there, purchased 
three dogs, Marth, Fox and Rifle, 
from the Buccleuch kennels. In 
due time these dogs reached Ken- 
tucky and this outcross with Ten- 
messee Lead was the foundation 
stock of the Walker strain of 
foxhounds: If you go back far 
enough in the pedigree of nearly 
all the Walker strain of dogs, you 
will eventually come to the name 
of Tennessee Lead. The Walkers 
of today are mostly white with 
markings of black, lemon, gray, 
tan or red, but black and tan 
puppies are occasionally whelped 
and promptly named “Lead.” 

Always Ready to Argue. 

Those foxhound fanciers who 
breed the Walker, Trumbo, Trigg, 
Goodman’s and July’s will argue 
at the drop of a hat, or long after 
the fox hunters’ roaring fire has 
become a dying ember, about the 
respective merits of those various 
strains of hounds.

speculating when he bid the slam, - 
but observe that South’s holding 
was just about as bad as it could 
be, yet the slam should have 
been made. 


West opened the spade king . 
and, on sight of dummy, contin- 
ued with the spade ace. Auto- 
matically, declarer reached for 
the nine of hearts—and that was 
his finish! He entered his hand . 
with a diamond and finessed for 
the heart king, but now he could 
not return to his own hand for 
the necessary second finesse, and 
the contract was doomed. 

The result would have been 
turned upside down if South had 
taken the elementary precaution 
of ruffing the second spade lead 
with the jack of trumps. Now, 
after leading to the diamond jack, |. 
he could lead the heart ten . 
through West. That player would | 
not cover, of course, but by play- 
ing the nine under ten, declarer | 
could stay in his own hand, and 
a second finesse would let him 
extract West’s king with the 
greatest of ease. At the end, 
South would have a trump left 
with which to ruff dummy’s low, 
club.
